Claims 1-24 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Edwards et al. Edwards discloses benzylether and 
benzylamino derivatives that shre the same formulaic compounds, and falls within the range of applicants benzylether and 
benzylamino compounds.
